Ask any fan to name you a baseball scout and chances are 10 to one 


his answer will be “Johnny Nee.” 
It could be that the name has stuck in his mind because “Nee” isn’t 


one you often run across in your daily pursuit of happiness. 


But more 


likely the fan remembers it because Johnny Nee has started more great 
baseball playzrs on their way to stardom than any other talent hunter 


in the business. 


For years, Nee was with the fabulous New York Yankees and his name was as syn- 
onymous with that organization as that of Jake Ruppert, Joe McCarthy and Babe Ruth. 


The boys he sent irto the big time with the 
Yanks are far too numerous to mention. But 
they were real stars—fellows like Bill Dickey 
and Ben Chapman and Tom Henrich and Spud 
Chandler. 

Like al! scouts, Nee takes a paternal in- 
terest in “his” boys und riobody else could 
have taken as much pleasure in the an- 
nouncement that Chandler had been signed 
to a Yankee football and baseball scouting 
contract.

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A Brief Time Upon the Stage 


Herbert Brownell, Nebraska-born, Yale 
graduate, able and prominent New York 
attorney and manager of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey's campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination, hailed his candi- 
date’s Oregon victory over Harold Stassen 
from the Democratic stronghold of At- 
lanta, Ga. 

That it was an uphill fight, in which 
apparently all the Repuhlican forces op- 
posed to Stassen, including those of Sen. 
Taft, joined hands and made a precinct-to- 
precinct fight to overcome an early Stas- 
sen lead, is obvious. It was one of the 
most successful, and able, political feats 
in years. 

Campaign Manager Brownell believes 
it is the end of Harold Stassen as a serious 
contender for either the nomination or the 
second place on the ticket. Mr. Stassen 
was briefly on the stage, full of sound and 
fury. 

We concur. Harold Stassen had re-. 
peatedly displayed his willingness to go to 
any lengths for political expediency, and 
while political expediency is expected 
from_any politician, the rules require that 
it be covered up as much as possible. Stas- 
sen had become as brazen as a streetwalk- 
er, ogling at every passerby. It was no 
secret that many of his original supporters 
were dismayed and alarmed by it. This 
played into the hands of\the GOP hier- 


i 


archy, which always disliked him, and 
they seem to have got together very effec- 
tively in Oregon. 

In analysis, the Dewey victory will add 
less prestige to the winner than it really 
deserves. Stassen had a five-to-one lead 
in the polls taken two months ago. It 
was then that all the GOP factions in the 
State united behind Dewey. They pulled 
him out. But, in the national eyes, the 
margin is a small one and therefore does 
not indicate any real rush to the Dewey 
standard. Therefore, while he is the gain- 
er and moves on toward Philadelphia with 
12 more delegates, he has not set the politi- 
cal woods on fire. 

The primary does mean, however, that 
Gov. Dewey will lead on the first ballot 
at Philadelphia. It also means that some 
of the Stassen strength will begin to look 
for a refuge in the storm. It is obvious 
the Taft and Dewey forces joined hands 
in Oregon. They have not done so na- 
tionally. With Stassen shoved out of the 
picture, Sen. Taft, too, will gain some 
strength. 

More and more it appears that these 
two will meet head-on at Philadelphia and 
that out of that collision will emerge a 
dark horse—Vandenberg, Joe Martin, Earl 
Warren or, the darkest horse of all, 
Leverett Saltonstall, Senator from Massa- 
chusetts. 


The Meat Strike ‘Settlement 


Nearly all the nation’s packing house 
workers will be back at work tomorrow 
after a 10-week strike, which the majority 
never wanted. They will return at a nine- 


cent-an-hour wage increase offered by the 
packers, but rejected by the union, before 
the walkout began. 

During their self-imposed layoff the 
strikers have lost $40,000,000 in wages. 
Farmers and the packing plants have suf- 
fered losses running into dn inestimable 
number of millions of dollars. Two per- 
sons have been killed in strike riots; the 
National Guard was called out in Minne- 
sota and Iowa to quell disturbances that 
bordered on insurrection. There is no 
estimate of the number of strikers and 
nonstrikers injured in the numerous 
clashes at picket lines. 

All that has gained exactly nothing. 
Union leaders took a long chance to in- 
crease their own prestige. They lost, and 


it was evident long before the strike offi- 
cially ended that they would lose. About 
half the strikers had returned to work 
before the strike was declared over. Un- 
doubtedly, there is much bitterness among 
rank-and-file union members over need- 
less loss of wages caused by shortsighted, 
all-or-nothing leadership. 

The public suffered from the strike 
chiefly in the form of higher prices, though 
there never was any shortage of meat. 
Indeed, the public probably suffered less 
from the meat strike than from any major 
strike in recent years. But loss of pro- 
duction and loss of wages to the strikers 
combined with the higher prices the strike 
brought on have had an inevitable effect 
on the economy as a whole. 

It may not be too much to hope that 
failure of the meat strike will have a 
sobering effect upon other union leaders 
who refuse to compromise on unreason- 
able demands.

Why Georgia Highways Don't Last - 


About a decade ago, Gov. Rivers paved the State highway between his home town of Lakeland 


and Valdosta. 
well as the local people. 


Today that paving has many holes in it which are quite disturbing to travelers as 
Critics of Rivers have charged that he put down cheap paving which 


washes away. Surely, though, the Governor wouldn’t have slighted the road that he travels all the 


time, himself. 


If any road were built to last, it seems evident that Rivers would have done his 


best by the highway that connects his home town with the city where he operates a radio station. 


Indications are that Rivers probably followed 
the best highway practices on his own road, but 
that it is badly deteriorated this early because of 
lack of maintenance. 

Georgia and other States long have followed 
the general policy of giving a road a “surface 
treatment” which is designed to last about five 
years, Deputy Highway Director Warren Neel 
explains. Travel over the highway during these 
five years will show up the flaws in the original 
light paving, he said. Then the best highway 
practices are to add a heavier surfacing over the 
original treatment and thereby make the paving 
permanent, Neel continues. 


That’s where the difficulty comes in in 
Georgia. No Governor serves five years in 
office. 
the required heavier surface treatment over 
the roads “already paved” by the previous 

tion. 

You can imagine the howl that weuld go up 
from the farmers stuck in the rAuddy dirt roads 
if a Governor were to start spending money 
laying another coating of paying on a paved 
road. Yet, because Georgia does not add this 
necessary permanent coating to its original 
paving, the original “surface treating” is wash- 
ing away within a few years on many high- 
ways. (Incidentally, Neel, an experienced road 
builder whe has been with the State and Fed- 
eral Road Departments for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, indorses the practice of laying a light “sur- 
face treatment” first for the “shake-down” period 
of five years, instead of putting down a heavy 
permanent paving at first. Under the latter plan, 
flaws would develop in the heavy permanent 
paving and would be more costly to repair.) 


Thus comes another strong argument for a 
Constitutional Highway Board which would give 
Georgia a long-range road building and road 
maintenance program, unaffected by changing 
gubernatorial administrations.

Ellis Arnall, ex-Governor of Georgia, has 

traveled 75,000 miles in this great country of 

ours. First’on political speaking tour, then as a 

lecturer, he has been in almost every State, has visited the big 

cities, the smaller centers and the little towns. He has spoken 
before audiences of every type, in every State. 


He reports on that journeying, to and fro, in his newest book 
which is to go on sale early in June. It is titled “What the People 
Want.” Published by J. P. Lippincott Company, of Philadelphia and 
New York, it is worthy successor to his first volume, “The Shore 
Dimly Seen,” In some respects, I count it the important 
volume of the two.

Werhaps the outstanding impression you get after reading the 
book is the oneness of America. You feel. after seeing Americans 
of all classes, of all origins, of all roles in life. through the Arnall 
eyes, that there is a fundamental unity in this country which 
defies all demagogic attempts to make capital out of sectionalism 
out of State or regional jealousies. 


The Same Lecture Ellis Arnall delivered the same lecture 
: wherever he went, before any type of 
audience. And he reports the reaction was always the same. The 
audiences all laughed at the same places, applauded at the same 
places and, after the lecture 
same questions, expressed approximately the same ideas. 
Each section of the country seems, he Says, to realize that in- 
justice to any section is injustice to all. That violation of the rights 
of one citizen, any citizen, threatens the rights of all. 
It is a thought-provoking, spirit-awakening book. The more 
Americans who read it, I am convinced, the better it will be for 
America and for all Americans.

And, 
inevitably, he refers, again and again, to the freight discrimination 
against the South and West. 

One assurance you have, after reading. That is, the day when 
the ideals to which America aspires are realized is coming, in- 
evitably, It may not be soon, but some day the dream which has 
inspired every true American will come true. And when it does 
it will provide a glorious answer to “What the People Want.”

Dr. Stuckey has spent a lifetime learn- 
ing how to grow bigger and better crops, how 
to breed better livestock, and how to grow other 
related agricultural products. 

The findings of the Experiment Stations are 
published in Government pamphlets, but the aver- 
age farmer never sees any of the pamphlets, nor 
ever hears about what the Experiment Stations 
have found out by patient research. 

In order for the farmers of this State to get 
the benefit of Dr. Stuckey’s vast store of agr}- 
cultural knowledge and to remedy the situation 
described in your column,*‘why not campaign for 
Dr. Stuckey to be elected Commissioner of Agri- 
culture? I beineve that he would use his in- 
fluence to have legislation passed to reorganize 
tre Department of Agriculture so that it could 
be of better service to the farmers. Co-ordination 
of the Department of Agriculture, the College of 
Agriculture and the Experiment Stations would 
be of inestimable benefits to the agriculture of 
this State. Dr. Stuckey would use the Market 
Bulletin to disseminate information on farming, 
instead of politics and Bible prophecy.

I was in local freight service during the 
year 1947 and my gross earnings were less than 
$5,000 for the year. 

The average engineer mentioned evidently 
was in passenger service since he made a trip 
to Chattanooga and back to Atlanta in a single 
day and, according to my figures, couldn’t have 
made more than $4,617.25 in a year even if he 
worked every day.

Fort McAllister on the Ogeechee 


SAVANNAH—A historic bit of Georgia real estate which one gentleman from 
the North, one William Tecumseh Sherman, rendered unfit for human occu- 
pancy, another gentleman from the North, Mr. Henry Ford, moved by a sense of 


history, was busily restoring at the time of his death. 
Old Fort McAllister, 16 miles south of Savannah on the Ogeechee River, was 
a companion fort to Fort Pulaski on the Savannah River during the War Between the States, and 
though the great red brick pile of Fort Pulaski has come down with a more lustrous name, the almost 
forgotten Fort McAllister figured in some of the fiercest fighting and marked the location of one of 
the most heroic stands made by Confederate troops. 


Pulaski’s walls of brick, six feet thick, could 
not stand against the great 15-inch rifle cannon 
McAllister, whose walls 
were parapets of sand, absorbed the heaviest 
fire the Yankees could bring to bear and three 


of the Yankee gunboats. 


times repulsed attacks from the sea. 


The stanch stand of Fort McAllister was of 
gravest importance to Savannah and to all of 
Georgia, for if once the Fort had fallen, the be- 
leaguered city could have been flanked from 
the southwest by forces moving overland 
from the Ogeechee, and Savannah’s last rail 
communication with the interior would have 
been wiped out. 


Only near the end of the war, when Sher- 
man, after his march through the heart of Geor- 
gia, stood before Savannah did the sand fort 
fall, taken from the rear by an overland assault 
in which Sherman threw 4,000 riflemen against 
the 150 volunteers who held the fort until the 
blue wave swept over the walls and they went 
down under the hopeless crush of numbers. 


It was a victory direly needed by Sherman, 
for his men were lean and hungry from their 
Winter march, living off a land that afforded 
little forage for man or beast, and the fall of 
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FRED OTHMAN 


McAllister gave him access to the supply ships 
lying full of food offshore. 

From that time on the old fort lay forgotten, 
dreaming by the river, great pines and oaks 
growing up within it, and it was known only 
to the deer that ranged the tangled woods of 
Cape Genesis, the jutting point of land on 
which it stood. Then Mr. Ford came along and 
with a prodigal use of money and labor restored 
it to its original form—to what is actually far 
more than its original form, for the ancient tim- 
bers which formed the powderhouses beneath 
the parapets were replaced with concrete. He 
cut a road in to the place, though so far as is 
known, he had made no plans for visits by the 
public, the guidebooks to this section do not 
speak of it, and presumably it was merely a pri- 
vate project of his own, for he was a man who 
hated to see any old thing, be it machine or a 
building or a historic spot, be forgotten. 


It will never be a first-class tourist attrac. 
tion, for it is too far off the beaten path and 
there is little to see there except a rusty old 
cannon or so, the fragments of the Yankee shells 
which exploded within its walls, and the subter- 
ranean powder chambers. But if there were 
some way that Georgia could obtain it from the 
Ford estate, it should be maintained as a State 
park, out of our sense of pride in our past if 
for no other reason. ;

KILLARNEY, County Kerry, Ireland—Unless one has the technique of Mr. 
James Fitzpatrick and the use of his technicolor camera as well, it is rather 


difficult to describe the famous beauty spots of the world. 


Then, too, thgre is 


necessarily a similarity between lake countries, the Scottish Highlands, the Eng- 
lish district around Windermere and th e Irish Killarney. All have blue moun- 
tains mirrored in placid depths, tourists’ hotels, a nd-—except at the height of the holiday season—

Killarney’s mountains are not so tall as the 


Trossachs, and nothing like so majestic as those 
in the American Rockies. You have no feeling 
of awe here, or being in the presence of some 
overwhelming display of natural grandeur; the 
chief sensation is sheer pleasure in the beauty 


of the place. 

How smiling, peacefull and green it all is, 
with the mountains sloping back gently, and your 
driver saying in his musical voice, “Look, peo- 
ple, to your left now, and you will see the Col- 
leen Brawn rock, where the servant of a re- 
jected suitor pushed her to her death. A long 
time ago it was, surely, but you’ll see her cot- 
tage soon, and her photograph, too.” | 


Oh, the tourist business is well established, 
ef course. But Killarney has not been spoilt 
by it. There are, thank heaven, no signboards 
within miles of the town. The surrounding 
countryside is apparently unaware of its fame 
and its picturesque quality. 


There are the usual small green fields en- 
closed by stone walls, grazing sheep, and the 
thatched, white-washed cottages that are com- 
mon to the entire island. It is the season for 
turf-cutting and everywhere are railway cars 
ready for oping 8 donkey-carts bringing loads 
to town, and men ‘working in the bogs, lifting it 
out in brick-shaped blocks.

This is the pattern of the land up to the 
very edges of the lake district, hundreds of 
small, rock-enclosed fields spread out over slop- 
ing hills; and a rare lone cottage with only oc- 
casionally a shelter for the drying hay and 
sometimes a barn and outhouses at the more 
prosperous lfarms. 


Life in the hotel is like tourist life every- 
where. At Lake Hotel where we stayed, tea is 
served in the sun room: there’s a tennis court,

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Although Married to Another 
Man, Her Love for the Romantic 
Poet Gave His Last Years a 
Touch of Respectability

ERESA, Countess Guiccioli was 

the last enchantress on whom 

the poet Byron bestowed his 
widely distributed heart. 

That he was seriously in love with 
her may be disputed, but her devo- 
tion to him was complete, and she 
gave the closing years of his life a 
dignity which otherwise they might 
not have had. 

She was the daughter of Count 
Ruggiero Gamba, of Ravenna. Her 
father apd other men of her family 
supported the cause of liberty in their 
own country and sympathized with 
the Greek patriots. . 

They admired Byron for his liberal 


Indirectly through the Countess, 
therefore, Byron was encouraged to 
take in the Greek campaign, 
where he met his death. 

Teresa was born about 1800, and 
in 1818 she became the third wife of 
Count Guiccioli, a wealthy landowner 
39 years old. 

She was well educated, she spoke 
French and English, and, according to 
all available accounts, she was an 
intelligent woman with an amiable 
disposition and beautiful manners. 

She first met Byron in Venice at 
the house of the Countess Albrizzi, 
in the autumn of 1818, only three 
days after her marriage. On that 
occasion they did not exchange even 
so much as a word. 

The poet, although he attended the 
party, thought he was finished with 
social engagements, and the Countess 
was trying to keep her mind on her 
husband, who at all times must have 
been a consummate bore. 

From the correspondence of Byron 
and Shelley we know that his Vene. 
tian residence was probably the least

worthy episode in Byron’s irregular 
life. He was in a reckless mood, he 
associated with vulgar women, he 
was throwing away what was left of 
his self-respect. 

Shelley thought his friend was 
committing moral suicide, when the 
Guiccioli came to his rescue. 

Since the Countess Guiccioli knew 
the well-spread reports of his be 
havior, she had no wish to meet him. 
But in April, 1819, they both attended 
a party given by the Countess Ben- 
zoni, who presented Byron to Teresa. 

She had been up late the evening 
before, and would not have attended 
the Benzonis’ affair if Count Guic- 
cioli had not insisted. 

Guiccioli and Teresa left Venice 
for Ravenna before the end of April, 
but not before Byron and Teresa were 
already in love. 

In June the poet learned that 
Teresa was ill, and followed her to 
the Guiccioli home in Ravenna. He 
followed her again in August when 
the Guicciolis went to Bologna. From 
then on a comic opera atmosphere 
descended upon all three.

and Byron Did Not Exchange

Guiccioli was trying to get him- 
self appointed vice-consul at Ra- 
venna, and asked KByron'’s aid. The 
old gentleman, busy about his politi- 
cal ambitions, then left his wife and 
Byron together. In his absence they 
returned to Venice, where they lived 
in Byron’s villa. 

The Count, returning to look for 
his wife, postponed his indignation 
until he. had tried to borrow 1,000 
pounds from Byron. When Byron 
declined to make the loan, the Count 
asked him to hand over the Countess. 
Byron thought the request was rea- 
sonable, but the Countess did not. 

The poet, whether he had grown 
tired of her or had recovered some 
regard for the proprieties, temporar- 
ily broke off their relations and 
talked of visiting England. Teresa, 
however, grieved for him until she 
fell ill, and her father, Count Gamba, 
urged Byron to take her back. 

Count Guiccioli supported the 
father’s request, and Count Gamba 
arranged a legal separation for his 
daughter and his elderly son-in-law. 
One of the conditions of the separa-

tion was that Teresa should live un- 
der her father’s roof, which for a 
while she did. And so did Byron. 

When Byron sailed for Greece, 
Count Gamba escorted Teresa to the 
ship to say good-by. When Byron died 
at Missolonghi on April 19, 1823, her 
father broke the news to the unhappy 
woman. 

Unhappy, but not inconsolable. In 
1832-33 she made a visit to England 
with her brother, Pietro Gamba, a 
sentimental pilgrimage to Harrow, 
the school where Byron’s schoo! days 
had been spent, and to his grave at 
Hucknell- Torkard. 

Count Guicciolli saw no reason 
why she should not resume her posi- 
tion as his wife. 

Until his death in 1840 they re- 
mained good friends. 

In 1851, or somewhat earlier, she 
married, as her second husband. Hill. 
are Etienne Octave Rouille, Marquis 
de Boissy, a wealt*m and broad 
minded old gentleman with a large 
fortune and a fine home in Paris, 
where Byron’s portrait hung in the 
drawing room. 

Whenever the Marquis was wel- 
coming a new guest he always intro- 
duced Teresa as Madame the Mar- 
quise of Boissy, his wife, and former. 
ly Lord Byron’s sweetheart. 

In 1866 the Marquis died, and she 
returned to Florence. In 1868 she pub- 
lished her memories of the poet, writ- 
ten in French, and translated a year 
later under the title, “My Recollec- 
tions of Lord Byron.” She died at 
Florence in March, 1873.

T WAS the Greek Easter of 1937. In Colonel

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S THE army major entered his office, he 

looked robust and felt well. He walked 

briskly to his desk, and then, suddenly, 
his face went white. A great pain ripped and 
tore at his heart. Clutching his chest, he sank 
to the floor. 

Q@uickly a medical officer was summoned. 
With his stethoscope, he detected a faint heart 
beat. The major was rushed to a leading hospital 
in New York-—a typical victim of the heart 
disease known as coronary thrombosis. 

For 12 days, in the hospital, the major lay 
critically ill. ‘Two more attacks followed the 
first one and he was sinking so steadily that it 
was thought he might die any moment. 

At that juncture, doctors decided to take 
drastic action. They resorted to a most promising 
new drug, Dicumarol. Administering it to the 
major, they tried on him the newly developed 
treatment for prevention of blood clotting within 
the blood vessels. 

It was blood clotting which had downed the 
major, In a coronary thrombosis attack, the 
vessels that provide b.ood to the muscle of the

heart itself become blocked by a ciot.* But after 
the Dicumarol treatment was begun, the major 
had no reeurrent attack. 

For 30 days, the drug was given, by mouth, 
The major gained strength. Eventually he left 
the hoSpital, and today he looks forward: to years 
of useful life. 

The treatment which saved his life has brought 
hope to thousands of victims of various diseases 
in which there is a special tendency toward bloo. 
clotting. Either Dieumarol can be used, or anothe: 
drug, Heparin. Both prevent clotting, although 
it is not yet clear whether they can also dissolve 
clots previously formed. 

Not only the heart, but other vital organs the 
brain, - lungs or kidneys—-can become seriously im 
paired by clots, whether formed in the organs 01 
carried to them. When such damage occurs to 
the brain it is known as cerebral thrombosis. 

It may be due to clotting in some vessel! of 
the organ itself or to obstruction of the vesse! by 
a clot wandering there from elsewhere. The 
embolism (plugging of the vessels) of the lung: 
usually ig. caused by a released, drifting clot and 
the kidneys can be similarly damaged. 

When a clotting attack occurs, Nature tries to 
build up new blood circulatory channels, bypass- 
ing the obstructed ones. However, the first attack 
usually is the forerunner of other attacks, because 
the tendency towards blood clotting remains 

It is to prevent further attacks that the new 
treatment with anti-coagulants (clot preventing 
drugs) is being developed and experiments are 
being carried on. 

Heparin acts rapidly.: It is given by injection. 
It is the drug used when the first attack occurs, 
or when the physician regards it desirable. 

Dicumarol, given by mouth, takes much longer, 
Sometimes 48 hours, to show its effect. It is 
easier to use, and for steady cohtrol of the blood 
clotting tendency this drug appears to be par. 
ticularly suitable. 

Both Heparin and Dicumarol slow down the 
clotting process of. blood. The higher the dose 
used the greater is this effect. Hence, there is 
danger in unskillful use of these drugs, because 
the treated person might become a “bleeder” 
with internal bleeding, which could be fatal.

comes out so clotting prevents the leakage of 
blood from the body. 

The disease of hemophelia (he-mo-fi-lia), which 
is an hereditary malady of excessive tendency to 
bleeding from the slightest open wound, has been 
the bane of several European Royal families. 


Consequently a great deal has been talked’ and: 


written about this disease. 

Really, however, the far greater peril for all 
of us is the opposite ailment, that of increased 
tendency towards clotting. When blood clots 
within the blood vessels the circulation is de- 
creased; thus danger arises. ‘There is nobody who 
may be free from some danger due to the undesir- 
able coagulation of blood in some vital part of 
the body. 

Coron: thrombosis is a_ problem deeply 
interesting to the American Heart Association. 

So the Association has established the “Com-

mittee for the Evaluation of Anti-coagulants 
(Heparin and Dicumarol) in the ‘Treatment of 
Coronary Thrombosis, with Myocardial Infare- 
tion” (the last phrase means the development of a 
wound in the heart muscle from a blood clot). A 
joint study is being made in 17 different hospitals 
of the nation. 

The general results, which, so far, have been 
obtained from thousands of treatments given at 
the Mayo Clinic and other famed medical Centers, 
are very encouraging. 

Vitamin K, naturally present in lettuce, water 
cress and other greens and believed to be manu- 
factured within the human body, too, has the 
effect of speeding up clotting of blood. in case 
the clot preventing drugs appear to be more 
powerful than is desirable in a particular patient, 
vitamin K is injected. 

Scientific methods are thus being develoned to 
establish a balance between too jittle and too 
much blood clotting tendency.

ILL RIECK, who is studying business ad- 
ministration at the University of Tampa, was 
busy with his homework when the doorbell 

rang. The mailman held out a familiar envelope. 

“I guess you know what this is,” he said.

They began housekeeping in 
Cleveland, her home town, and Bill got a job as a 
meat-cutter.

made the going a little tough, and it got 
tougher during the depression. As a butcher and 
salesman for wholesale supply houses, Bill strug- 
gied along on $15 a week. 

There were periods in which Bill Rieck had no 
job at all. 

The draft took him in 1942. On his way to the 
induction center on Friday, March 13, he dropped 
a dime in a slot machine and hit a $13 jackpot. 

“Bad luck is surely on my trail,” he said, but he 
was wrong. 

In October, 1942, after going through Officer 
Candidate School, he was commissioned a 2nd 
Heutenant and spent a year and a half as an in- 
structor before going overseas. 

When he started back from Germany in April, 
1946, with captain’s bars on his shoulders and a 
battle star on his chest, his son was in the Army 
and on his’way across the Atlantic with a field 
artillery division. 

The future didn’t look any too bright for Bill 
when he returned to Cleveland after leaving the 
Army. The firm for which he had worked before 
the draft was out of business. Besides, he wanted 
a better job and bigger pay.

LBERT R. BOURGES is a_ pink-cheeked 
little man who has a horror of dying with 
money in the bank. Now 67 years old, he 

has helped other people make fortunes, but kept 
only happiness for himself. 

“I'd hate to be rich,” he said. “Just the thought 
of. it makes me very sad.” 

Investors plead in vain with him to allow them 
to give financial backing to some of his inven- 
tions. A big concern offered him a tremendous 
retainer just for his advice on printing problems. 
Bourges turned it down. 

“Anybody with that much money might figure 
he was smarter than me,” he explained. “Might 
try to tell me what to do.” 

Government officials, pleased with the quality 
of some special ink he developed, wanted to buy 
quantities of it for a high-standard map-making 
job. Bourges, astonished, apologized. He'd just 
made it for fun. He didn’t have enough to sell. 

Born in Mississippi, Bourges spent the early 
part of his life traveling, working in engraving 
plants. He found he’d get tired of doing just one 
operation, so he learned them all. 

Working with the inventions of a couple of 
other pioneers in the printing field, he developed 
the process by which artists fill in shadows and 
backgrounds by simply cutting strips out of shad- 
ing sheets and pasting them in. This is now an 
industry, but when Bourges began his experi- 
menting with the process, he nearly blew up the 
laboratory. 

His workshop was in a huge Rathskeller, 
closed by prohibition, in the basement of a New 
York skyscraper. Everything would have been 
fine in his underground laboratory if he hadn’t 
been working with celluloid. Someone must have 
left a lighted match around and WHOOSH! 

Smoke and flames came out of every manhole 
in the block. No one was seriously hurt, but 
Bourges was requested to work elsewhere.

The Army asked him to develop a complicated 
device made of glass It took Bourges several 
months, but finally he showed up at the Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds with the finished product 

and a bottle of whiskey. The guards said he 
couldn't take the whiskey on. the grounds. 

“But I need it for reasons of health,” Bourges 
protested. 

“Oh, are you sick?” 

“Well, if the Army turns this thing down after 
all the work I’ve put in on it,” Bourges explained, 
“T will be sick.” He went in with the bottle. The 
job was accepted with compliments, and he stayed 
at the proving grounds. So did the bottle. 

He is in contact with printers in practically 
every country in the world. He was long a fea- 
tured speaker at conventions of the trade. 

Recently at a convention he had a sore throat, 
and told the members his daughter, Mrs. Frank 
Mayfield, would read his notes for him. Mrs. 
Mayfield got up, waved aside her father’s speech, 
pulled her own out of her handbag, and started 
in. Attractive and in her twenties, Mrs. Mayfield 
made a big success of her speech. 

Bourges’ latest invention and development is 
a system of masking sheets, an aid to artists and 
engravers. It comes in 61 different shades, and 
enables people to see exactly what colors are going 


to be reproduced before the first stroke of the 
brush is made. Having discovered long before 
that he would lose interest in anything once he 
had it worked out, he invited his daughter, a high 
salaried art director, to take up where he left off. 

Mayfield, his son-in-law, manages the labora- 
tory. “Finest assistant in color work I ever had,” 
Bourges said. “He’s color blind. Never argues.” 

The Bourges laboratory is a small and close- 
knit organization. He pays minimum salaries, 
and then splits up the profits in the form of a 
bonus twice a year. It’s a happy little group. 

A man looking for a job once wrote in to a 
plant where Bourges had just taken over as 
superintendent. Bourges got the letter, and read: 
“T worked for ‘Damn-it-to-Hell’ Bourges for two 
years and if you can work with that so-and-so that 
long you can satisfy anybody.” 

The man got the job. 

Mrs. Bourges, formerly a commercial artist, 
says that her thoughts about her husband’s short 
cuts in art are “unprintable.” His brother, Fernand 
Bourges, a famous pioneer of color photography, 
is noted for his exquisite reproductions of the 
classic art. Bourges, the inventor, would have 
artists throw away their easels and use his 
shading sheets. : 

‘All my life people have been telling me things 
can’t be done my way,” he says. “They ask for 
my advice, pay me a steep sum for it, and always

say what they paid for can’t be done. Then they 
go ahead and do it.” 

Bourges has done valuable work for the gov- 
ernment in detecting counterfeit money. 

Among his most pleasant experiences were 
when he was a counterfeiter himself—-legitimately. 

“It was during the civil wars in Mexico,” he 
said. “None of the warring factions was recog- 
nized, so there was no legal currency—hence, no 
illegal currency either. I used to turn out very 
pretty money for the boys, and nobody could do 
a thing about it.” 

After he finishes up a few more inventions he 
expects to retire and live on a motor houseboat. 
That probably won’t be for many, many years, of 
course, but in the meantime he spends a couple of 
hours every now and then sitting in a houseboat 
in a display room near by.

HE quiet atmosphere of the Fox cottage in 
Hydesville, a hamlet near Rochester, N. Y., 
was rent by sharp, distinct raps. 

The weird sounds came from the upstairs bed- 
room where the two young daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Fox, Margaret and Kate, were sleeping. 
It was the night of March 31, 1848. 

Mrs. Fox and her husband stared at each 
other apprehensively. Then the mother hurried 
from the parlor to the girls’ room. She found 
them awake and much excited. 

“Look, mother,” Margaret greeted Mrs. Fox. 
The daughter snapped her fingers and immediate- 
ly loud raps issued from the baseboard of the bed. 
She waited a few seconds, snapped her fingers 
again. Again the raps came, clear and loud. 

Mrs. Fox, greatly impressed, began asking 
questions of the invisible rapper and concluded 
that an answering knock meant “yes,” silence “no.” 

Convinced she was witness to’a supernatural 
occurrence, the mother called in the neighbors. 
Soon the house was filled with hard-headed farm- 
ers and “Mr. Splitfoot,” as the girls. termed the 
unseen visitor, was giving accurate information. 

As a test one neighbor asked about a peddler 


who had not been seen in Hydesville since the 
previous year. The “spirit” promptly identified 
itself as that peddler, stating he was Charles 
Rosma, 31, father of five children, and that he 
had been robbed of $500, murdered and buried in 
the cellar of this very house. 

By dawn of April 1, John Fox and his neigh. 
bors were digging up the cellar, where they even 
tually found some bones that might have been 
human. Persons who had formerly occupied the 
Fox homestead denied all knowledge of Charles 
Rosma or any other missing peddler. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Fox took Margaret and Kate 
to Rochester to be away from all the excitement. 

The little girls had no means of knowing it 
then, but their nocturnal experience was about to 
start a national search for methods of communi- 
cating with the “other world.” 

The “Rochester Rappings,” as they became 
known, were the forerunner of a century of spirit 
seances, many were frauds, many sincere. 

In Rochester Margaret and Kate stayed with 
their married sister, Mrs. Leak Fish, a music 
teacher with a flair for business. Finding the 
children could produce raps on call, Mrs. Fish 
hired a hall and crammed it with paid customers 
who were amazed at the knocks. 

Soon the Fox Sisters went on tour with Mrs. 
Fish. The rappings were augmented by other 
manifestations in the dark, such as voices, ghostly 
hands and eventually ghostly forms. 

So great did public interest become that within 
two years there were 1.10.e than 300 rappings and 
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other phenomena reported among families in the 
Kast and Midwest, while 100 mediums were oper- 
ating in New York City alone. 


Three University of Buffalo professors held a 


test seance with the Fox Sisters and decided that 
the girls themselves produced the raps by cracking 
their knee joints. But Margaret and Kate con 
vinced such notables as J. Fenimore Cooper and 
Horace Greeley that the rappings were genuine. 

Rivals entered the field: The Davenport 
Brothers, the Eddy Family, and a host of others 
who worked in cabinets and darkened halls. 

Then came the Civil War and thousands of 
new believers flocked to these exhibitions and 
private circles, hoping to receive messages from 
loved ones who had lost their lives. 

Gradually the Fox Sisters were forgotten, as 
was the peddler Charles Rosma. By now, 
however, spirit communication attempts had 
reached floodtide. In 1884 the University of Penn- 
sylvania appointed a commission to study the 
claims of mediums. Among those who appeared 
before the group was Margaret Fox. 

Failing to impress the commission with the 
genuineness of her rappings, Margaret, then in 
middle age, stated that the raps had been fraudu- 
lent; that she and Kate found they could make 
them by pressing their feet against the baseboard 
of the bed and snapping their toe joints. 

To prove this Margaret gave a public demon- 
stration on Oct. 21, 1888, at the Academy of 
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Music in New York City, where she placed her 
stockinged foot against a sounding board and pro- 
duced the mysterious raps in plenty. 

Sincere believers in the occult, however, 
claimed that Margaret, practically destitute, had 
delivered a false confession and fake performance 
in return for the public show proceeds. 

Margaret Blake Hall of New York City, pub- 
lisher of “The Spiritualist Leader,” recently de- 
clared that “all possible tests have shown the 
Fox Sisters were genuine.” 

In 1903, children playing in the abandoned Fox 
cottage in Hydesville discovered a skeleton behind 
a broken wall and the legend of the murdered@ 
peddler was revived. The cottage was removed 
to a colony in Lily Dale, N. Y., where it stands 
today and where visitors, for a price, can hear raps 
in the presence of a qualified medium. 

Skeptics declare the whole thing was mass 
hysteria induced in some measure by the tension 
during the Mexican War, which was just ending 
in 1848. They point out that every war has de- 
veloped a new wave of belief in spiritualism. 

Certain it is that many conscienceless opera- 
tors lined their pockets by duping believers. 

One of the most famous was Christian 
“Barney” Bertsche, known in the Chicago under- 
world as “King of the Clairvoyants” at the turn 
of the century. With his aide, James Ryan, alias 
Prof. Charles T. Crane, Bertsche fleeced gullible 
women who visited his “temple of occultism.” 

Pretending communication with the _ dead, 
Bertsche persuaded women to invest money with 
him. He was arrested in 1913 when he relieved 
Mrs. Hope McEldowney of La Crosse, Wis., of 
$15,000. He and Ryan were imprisoned, later 
pardoned. 

Whether the Fox Sisters’ experience was real 
or fake, today there are more than 100,000 devout 
followers of spiritualism in the United States,

N THE history-making Marion 
Gilchrist murder, it might have 
been Sherlock. Holmes himself 
who tackled the crimimological 
riddle. Actually it was Holmes’ 
famous creator, Arthur Conan 
Doyle. 
Three years had elapsed since 
this trial. There had been a con- 
viction and a death sentence which had been 
commuted to life. 


Now the case had come to Doyle’s notice. Em-. 


ploying the same mental equipment which had 
produced the world’s most celebrated fictional 
sleuth, he carefully examined the details of the 
crime, investigation and trial. Then he reached a 
two-fold conclusion: That the defendant had been 
wrongly convicted, and that he’d had nothing 
whatever to do with the killing. 

Doyle resolved to do something about it. 

That decision, to enlist his pen and prestige 
on behalf of a forgotten convict in Peterhead 
prison, Scotland, had a most extraordinary after- 
math. Thanks to his interest and efforts, the case 
was to become a classic of British justice. 

Here are the details to which Sherlock Holmes’ 
brain-parent directed his keen intelligence: 

In December, 1908, an 83-year-old spinster, 
Marion Gilchrist, was living alone with one serv- 
ant in a first-floor apartment on Queen’s terrace, 
Glasgow. She was neither an eccentric nor a 
recluse. She owned about $15,000 worth of jewels 
which she kept hidden in the spare bedroom. 

Fearing robbers, Miss Gilchrist had her place 
made strongly secure against intruders. In addi- 
tion to the usual lock and chain, the door to her 
quarters had double bolts and two patent locks, 
opened by separate keys. As a further precau- 
tion, she arranged with the tenants of the ground- 
floor apartment — which had a separate street 
entrance—that if she ever needed help of any 
kind she would knock on the floor three times. 

At 7 p. m., Monday, Dec. 21, Arthur Adams was 
sitting with his sisters, Laura and Rowena, in this 
ground-floor apartment when they heard what 
sounded like a heavy fall, then several sharp 
knocks. Adams hastened upstairs by way of the 
street door, which he found ajar, but got no re- 
sponse to his rings. 

However, he heard more noises, noises that 
“sounded like someone chopping sticks.” 

Finally he returned to his own place. 

“Try again,” Laura urged. 

This time, while he was standing at the door, 
Miss Gilchrist’s 21-year-old maid, Helen Lambie, 
came up the stairs carrying an evening paper. 
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“I didn’t realize you were out,” Adams said. 
“Something may be wrong with Miss Gilchrist. We 
heard queer noises.” 

She opened the door with her keys and headed 


for the kitchen, Adams staying at the door. At 
that instant a man came out of the spare bedroom. 

He passed behind Miss Lambie and approached 
Adams “quite pleasantly.” He passed Adams, then 
rushed downstairs and out of the house. 

Meanwhile, the servant went into the kitchen, 
and into the bedroom. Then she went into the 
dining room—and screamed. 

Miss Gilchrist lay on her back in front of the 
fireplace. A skin rug had been thrown over her 
battered head. 

Adams ran down to the street, looked vainly 
for the pleasant-seeming stranger, then called in 
Dr. John Adams (no relation), who lived across 
the street. Dr. Adams saw at once that the aged 
woman was dead, so he summoned the police while 
Miss Lambie hastened to the home of Miss Mar- 
garet Birrell, a cousin of the victim. 

Detectives noticed-that the fireplace was spat- 
tered with blood, and that the wooden lid of the 
coal scuttle was stained and broken. 

Near the woman’s head stood a chair in which 
she had been sitting when her maid left for the 
paper only 10 minutes before the crime. An open 
magazine, with her spectacles folded on it, lay 
upon the large dining table. 

In the spare bedroom, the gas light was burn- 
ing; apparently it had been lighted by the mur- 
derer, who had left his box of matches behind him. 
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In a glass dish on the bedroom table were a 
diamond ring and two other rings. A gold watch 
and chain and a bracelet lay on the same table. 

The only piece of jewelry that seemed to be 
missing, according to Helen Lambie, was a dia- 
mond crescent brooch. 


LJOWEVER, a small wooden dispatch box, in 
which Miss Gilchrist kept her private papers, 
had been broken open and the contents scattered. 

Medical examination showed that the woman 
had been struck in the head and face between 20 
and 60 times. 

Miss Gilchrist also suffered five broken ribs 
and a crushed breast-bone. It was deduced that 
her assailant had kneeled, or jumped, on her chest. 

Helen Lambie told detectives that, not having 
glimpsed his face, she would not be able to jden- 
tify the man who fled the house. Adams was 
near-sighted and wasn’t wearing his glasses at 
the time. Therefore only this description could 
be supplied for publication in the morning papers: 

“A man between 25 and 30 years of age, 5 feet 
8 or 9 inches in height, slim build, dark hair, clean 
shaven; dressed in light gray overcoat, and dark 
cloth cap.” 

Two days after the crime, a _ 15-year-old 
message girl, Mary Barrowman, entered the case. 
She asserted that she saw a man run down the 
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steps from the Queen’s terrace house, that he 
bumped into her, and that he vanished in the di- 
rection of West Cumberland St. 

It had been a dark, rainy evening, but she gave 
information which enabled police to announce: 

“The man wanted is about 28 or 30 years of 
age, tall and thin, with his face shaved clear of all 
hair, while a distinctive feature is that his nose is 
slightly turned to one side. The witness thinks 
the twist is to the right side. He wore one of the 
round tweed hats known as Donegal hats, and a 
fawn-colored overcoat, which might have been a 
waterproof, also dark trousers, and brown shoes.” 

That same Christmas Day, a cycle dealer, 
Allan McLean, called at the central police station 
and reported that a man, known to him only as 
Oscar, had been trying to dispose of a pawn-ticket 
for a diamond brooch allegedly like the brooch 
Helen Lambie said was missing. 

McLean guided an officer to a house on St. 
Ceorge’s Road, where the man in question had 
been occupying a third-floor flat under the name 
“Anderson.” However, when three deteciives 
went there at midnight, they learned that the man 
had departed between 8 and 9 p. m. with seven 
pieces of luggage and a woman. 

The next development definitely set the police 
back on their heels, for the pawned brooch proved 
to have no connection with the murder! 

In the first place, the missing brooch was set 
with a single row of stenes; the pawned one with 
three rows. In the sécond place, the pledged ar- 
ticle had been in the custody of a Sauchiehall St. 
pawnshop continuously since Nov. 18. 

However, having learned that their suspect had 
sailed for America from Liverpool on the 26th, the 
Glaszow police sent this cable to New York: 

“Arrest Otto Sando second cabin Lusitania 
wanted in connection with the murder of Marion 
Gilchrist at Glasgow. He has twisted nose. 
Search him and the woman who is his traveling 
companion for pawn-tickets.” 

The Lusitania reached New York on Jan. 2, 
and the suspect was taken into custody. 

This man’s bacKground was as follows: 


RN Oscar Leschziner, he had left his native 

Germany to avoid military service. In London, 
where he became a bookmaker’s clerk and then 
a bookmaker, he simplified his name to Slater. 
(He booked passage on the Lusitania under the 
name Otto Sando because his baggage was marked 
with the initials O. S.) He had lived in Edin- 
burgh and in 1902, in Glasgow, he had married 
May Curtis but the marriage had proved a fail- 
ure. He had been living with Andree Junio 
Antoine, a Frenchwoman, for five years. 

They had lived on the Continent and in New 
York and eventually returned to England. They 
moved into the St. George’s Road flat in Novem- 
ber, 1908, furnishing it upon the instalment plan. 
They had a German-born servant, Catherine 
Schmalz. : 

Slater’s income came from the operation of “so- 
cial clubs,” the only pastime at which was gambling. 

At the time of the Gilchrist murder, he was 37 
years old, of medium height, heavily built, with 
broad shoulders and barrel chest. He wore a 
small black moustache. His nose had no twist. 

It was further established that Slater had used 
assumed names to sidetrack his wife, and had 
registered as “Oscar Slater, Glasgow,” at the 
Northwestern Hotel, Liverpool, on Dec. 28. 

The police also learned that Slater had long 
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made known his intention to leave for America 
as soon as he could sub-let his flat, and that the 
new tenants had arrived from London on the 
morning of the 25th. 

In Glasgow the authorities decided to send 
Adams, Helen Lambie and Mary Barrowman to 
New York on the chance that they would be able 
to identify Slater as the man they had seen. Each 
was shown a photograph of him, and the two 
girls were repeatedly drilled regarding the service 
the police hoped they would render. 

Miss Lambie said later that her statement had 
been taken more times than she could remember. 
Mary Barrowman said she had been questioned 
every day for at least a week. 

The three witnesses arrived in New York on 
Jan. 25. The next day, while the girls, in charge 
of Inspector John Pyper of Glasgow, were waiting 
in the corridor outside the room in which the ex- 
tradition proceedings were being conducted, Slater 
was brought into view. 

“That’s the man!” both girls exclaimed. 

No one was ever able to say whether they 
meant the murderer or the man in the photograph 
the police had taken the precaution to show them. 

In the ensuing questioning, Miss Lambie as- 
serted she recognized the man not by his face, 
as she had not seen the face of the murderer, but 
by his walk. Mary Barrowman said that Slater 
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was “something” like the man she had seen. 
As for Adams, who'd had the best look of all, 
he said merely that Siater “resembled” the man. 
Against the advice of his New York attorney, 
Gordon Miller, who felt sure his extradition 
would be refused, Slater decided to return. 
He arrived back in Glasgow on Feb. 21. 
Examination of his effects proved disappoint- 
ing. His baggage contained mostly wearing ap-

parel which had been carefully folded and packed. 
However, the investigators pounced on a small 
tin hammer which the suspect had bought with 
other household tools on a card for 2s. 6d (70 
cents). 


LATER swore that at the time of the murder 
he was home having his dinner. The women 
Antoine and Schmalz also swore to this. 

Further details of his alibi: 

At 6:12 p. m., Dec. 21, he had sent a telegram 
in his own handwriting to London for his watch, 
which was being repaired. 

At 6:30, he left Johnston’s billiard rooms in 
Renfield St.. a considerable distance from the Gil- 
christ place, remarking to a friend, Max Rattman, 
that he was going home to dinner. 

At that time he had been wearing a waterproof 
coat and a bowler (derby) hat. 

Slater went on trial for his life on May 3, 1909, 
at Edinburgh before Lord Guthrie, with Alexander 
Ure heading the prosecution and A. L. McClure 
the defense. Under Scottish law, the jury of 15 
was permitted to return, by majority vote, one 
of three verdicts: Guilty, not guilty or not proven. 

On the witness stand, Helen Lambie and Mary 
Barrowman testified helpfully for the prosecu- 
tion, but Adams still seemed uncertain. 

Curiously, Dr. Adams was not called as a wit- 
ness. It came out later that he had expressed his 
belief that Miss Gilchrist’s head injuries had been 
caused by blows from the heavy mahogany chair 
upon which she had been sitting. He had observed 
that the back left leg was stained. 

Prosecutor Ure, in his address to the jury, 
spoke two hours without notes or reference to any 
document. Had he consulted the record, he might 
not have said: 

“Now, mind you, at this time he had given his 
name to Cooks’ people in Glasgow as Oscar 
Slater. On Dec. 25th—the day he was to go back 
to Cooks’ office—his name and his description, 
and all the rest of it, appear in the Glasgow 
papers, and he sees that the last thing in the 
world that he ought to do, if he studies his own 
safety, is to go back to Cooks’ office as Oscar 
Slater. He accordingly straightway proceeds to 
pack up all his goods and effects on the 25th.” 

This statement, suggesting guilt and flight, had 
no foundation in, fact. The police had not heard 
of the existence of Slater until the evening of the 
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25th, and it wasn’t until almost a week later that 
his name appeared in the papers. 

The jurymen deliberated for one hour and 10 
minutes, then reported their vote: For guilty, nine, 
not guilty, one, not proven, five. 

“I know nothing about the affair!” Slater cried 
out. I came from America of my own account!” 

lord Guthrie sentenced him to be hanged on 
May 27. 


EFORE this conclusive act in the drama could 
be staged, 20,000 persons signed a petition urg- 
ing clemency, with the result that on the morning 
of May 26 Slater learned that his sentence had 
been commuted to life. 
Then Conan Doyle took up his pen. 
a + * 


“It is impossible to read and weigh the facts 
in connection with the conviction of Oscar Slater 
in May, 1909, at the High Court in Edinburgh, 
without feeling deeply dissatisfied with the pro- 
ceedings, and morally certain that justice was not 
done.” 

This was the opening sentence of his booklet, 
“The Case of Oscar Slater,” which was published 
and widely circulated late in August, 1912. 

(It was published in this country by George H. 
Doran Co., New York.) ' 

With painstaking care, he presented a con- 


detective 


nected summary of the case. Referring to the 
clue of the pawned brooch, he remarked: 

“If Slater were indeed guilty, it would mean 
that by pure chance they (the police) had pursued 
the right man. The coincidence involved in such 
a supposition would seem to pass the limits of 
all probability.” 

He showed that the flight theory had been 
disproved. He pointed out that no blood traces 
had been found on the hammer, nor in any pocket 
(where the killer might carry the hammer) of 
any coat found in Slater’s possession. 

“What man in his senses,” he asked, “planning 
a deliberate murder, would take with him a 
weapon which was light, frail and so long that it 
must project from any pocket?” 

He ridiculed the identification evidence, criti- 
cized the wisdom of not letting Slater take the 
Stand and castigated Ure, the lord advocate. 

[In a thoughtful attempt at reconstructing the 
crime, he suggested that the murderer had been 
known to Miss Gilchrist, that she had admitted 
him, and that he had sought not jewels but some- 
thing. a will?—-in the woodenedispatch box. 

He also suggested that the skin rug had been 
used as a shield to avoid bloodstains. 

“T leave the matter now,” he concluded, “with 
the hope that, even after many days, some sudden 
flash may be sent which will throw a light upon 
as brutal and callous a crime as has ever been 
recorded in those black annals in which the 
criminologist finds the materials for his study. 

“Meanwhile it is on the conscience of the au- 
thorities, and in the last resort on that of the 
community, that this verdict obtained under the 
circumstances which I have indicated, shall now 
be reconsidered.” 

This was the opening blast in what was to 
prove—-for Doyle and for the Scottish authorities 

a long and most stubborn struggle. (Doyle, 
incidentally, was himself a Scotsman.) 

First official reactions were negative. In reply 
to a question raised in the House of Commons, the 
Secretary for Scotland rezused to discuss the 
matter. 

Doyle, however, was not to be brushed off. 

The struggle went on. Conan Doyle would not 
give up, justice in Scotland would not give in. 

It was not until late in 1927 that the current 
Secretary, Sire John Gilmour, announced: 

“Oscar Slater has now completed more than 
18 and a half years of his sentence, and I have 
felt justified in deciding to authorize his release 
on license.” 


N Nov. 14, “after many days,” Slater walked 
out of Peterhead. He was pleased enough, 
but not Doyle. 

“This -man has been grievously wronged,” he 
declared. “He must be completely exonerated.” 

Sir Arthur finally got his way on July 20, 1928, 
when the conviction was.quashed. Later the ex- 
lifer accepted $30,000 compensation. 

Now the conclusive act in the drama, so far as 
Slater was concerned, has come to pass, 38 years 
after it was originally intended. 

Oscar Slater died in Ayr, Scotland, on Jan. 31, 
1948, at the age of 76, having outlived practically 
everyone connected with the case, including the 
judge who doomed him and the man who strove 
so long and faithfully for his vindication.

N DEUTERONOMY we read: “Hear, O Israel: 
The Lord our God is one Lord: “And thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thine heart 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy might.” 

And in Leviticus there is the injunction: “But 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

Jesus coupled these two precepts and says 
of them: “There is none other commandment 
greater than these.” 

In Malachi also we find the two conceptions 
united and stressed: “Have we not all one father? 
hath not one God created us? why then do we 
deal treacherously every man against his 
brother?" | 

In other words, the fundamentals of faith are 
a belief in God—one God—and in brotherhood. 

I regard the brotherhood of mankind as the 
basis of any true religion--and for that matter, 
the basis of any true democracy. Lelicf in the 
worth and dignity of the individual is entwined 
with the idea of human brotherhood. 

The differences between us are purely acci- 
dental. We have no choice as to either the color 
of the skin or the place of birth. 

Despite these differences over which no one 
of us has control, we all are brothers in spirit. 


Dr. Monroe E. Deutsch, Provost 
Emeritus of the University of 
California, Says the Fundamental 


Basis of Faith Is Belief in God— 
and in Human Brotherhood. 


* 


Some of us have advantages that others lack, but 
character is by no means determined by our ad- 
vantages or the lack of them. 

The doctrine of human brotherhood, if really 
practiced by mankind, would fundamentally 
change the aspect of the world and make wars 
and persecutions impossible. But once grant (as 
I do) that each being is entitled to respect for 
what he is, not the pigment of his skin or the 
place where he or his forebears were born; then 
men cannot hate or fear those of another com- 
plexion or another nationality. 

And if the world really accepted the principle 
that all human beings are brothers, and should bc 
treated with the respect due to members of one 
great family, then a vast number of the problems 
confronting mankind would be solved Signifi- 
cant is it that this doctrine which would revolu- 
tionize our society, should have been laid down 
as one of the two cardinal principles of both 
Christianity and Judaism. 

Moreover, I find it impossible to conceive of 
the creation of this complex universe with all its 
wonders as purely the result of material forces. 
Somehow, somewhere there must be a power that 
has brought into being the principles which govern 
this world. That power we term God. 

Assuredly some force must have given the 
initial impulse that brought the universe into be- 
ing. But even beyond this, I cannot feel that that 
power merely existed at the time the world began 
to be created; it did not disappear with that first 
impulse, but has continued throughout the ages. 

If one accepts the view that some power must 
have started the creation of all that we are and 
see about us, then it is hard to understand how 
one can but believe that that power still exists. 

It is also impossible for me to accept the view 
that the spirit of man, capable of so much that is 
great and noble, is wholly extinguished at the 
death of the body. Exactly how its existence is 
continued, I have no precise conception—but I do 
feel that the breaking up of the body cannot end 
that which was encased within it. 

Indubitably life is ennobled by the conception 
that within the body there exists a spirit which 
guides and directs it and which does not end its 
existence when the physical casement succumbs, 
but lives on to fulfill its mission; how pathetic it 
is to fancy that our activities are all essentially 
physical and that with death comes extinction! 

To those who believe in immortality, life (as 
we term it) becomes but one stage in the cycle of 
existence, Thus, Cicero in his essay on old age 
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HE professional atheist “Science 
proves there is no God.” 

This statement has been denied by almost 
every great scientist in the world, among them 
the Nobel prize winners Albert Einstein, 
Arthur H. Compton and Robert A. Millikan. 
All are laymen for whom theology is not a 
profession. 

These scientists have stated in their “My 
Faith” articles appearing in The American 
Weekly that the more they learn of the myste- 
ries of the universe the more they know there 
is a Master Organizer. 


says, 
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says: “I depart from life as from an inn, not as 
from a home. For nature has given us a caravan- 
sary.in which to tarry, not to abide.” 

We believe, I am sure, that we learn as we live 
and indeed learn how to live. .Many things become 
clearer to us in the course of the years and are 
seen in a truer perspective. 

Think of the development of a child to man- 
hood; how great the progress during those years! 

And while it is not always so obvious, assuredly 
in the period of middle life, and beyond it, devel- 
opment goes on. 

Often the feebleness of the body blinds us to 
the inner changes, the calmer and saner view of 
life that living has brought. 

It is not the body which has developed; indeed 
as the years have gone by, it has shown weak- 
nesses and has degenerated. 

But during this very same time the inmate of 
the body has become stronger and wiser. 

Mankind needs something to raise its thoughts 
and mind above the purely material. and religion 
has that function supremely, 

The rituals which time has found best adapted 
to move human beings are of much value; they 
undoubtedly are of great aid in creating a religious 
attitude and in forming a religious atmosphere. 
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“The Doctrine of Human Brotherhood," 
Says Doctor Deufsch, "If Practiced, 
Would Make Wars and Persecutions 
Impossible." 


Religion is the instrument which lifts man’s 
eyes from the material to the spiritual. It reminds 
humanity that there is something infinitely more 
important than prosperity or success. 

Prayer takes men’s minds away from their 
trials and brings about communion with that which 
is unseen and abiding. It spiritualizes mankind’s 
sufferings and places them in a truer perspective. 

I believe in the great value of the Church as 
the exponent of moral principles. Of its import- 
ance in the world I have no doubt; it attains its 
true goal as a guide to a good life. 

My own faith rests on belief in the dignity and 
worth of the individual, in human brotherhood, 
and in the existence of a power that is greater 
than mankind and greater than the forces that 
shape our physical environment. 

[ believe in the immortality of the spirit of 
man and the continuance of the development that 
has gone on during what we call life. 

And finally I am convinced that religion is in- 
dispensable in the life of a people. 

Above all stands the fundamental injunction 
that we believe in one God and recall that He is 
the father of us all and that we are brothers. 
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sat in a movie theatre in The Bronx, New York 

City, and watched the hero of ‘“‘Lost Week-End” 
try to find new places to hide his liquor, but I had 
to smile, even though I didn’t think there was 
anything funny about his difficulties. 

I had thought of hiding my sleeping pils in 
the chandelier long before he stuck a bottle up 
there and then forgot where he’d put it. I’d tied 
my little vial of capsules on the end of a string 
and hung it out the window before he got around 
to doing it. 

He was a dipsomaniac and I was a sleeping pill 
addict. We had a lot of lost week-ends in com- 
mon, so I could feel all the sympathy in the world 
for him. I could give him an E for effort but I 
couldn’t give him an O for originality. I had 
figured out hiding places he hadn’t dreamed of. 

It’s true, of course, that a bottle of barbiturate 
capsules is a lot smaller than a quart of rye, or 
even a pint, so I had the advantage. He couldn’t 
hide a slug of whisky in the folds of his handker- 
chief or the cuff of his pajama sleeve or clip it to 
the end of a bobby pin in his hair, but I could tuck 
a sleeping pill there—and did. 

My mother wouldn’t believe that I had to have 
from eight to a dozen pills every night before J 
could catch even a wink of sleep, so, when I had 
counted out the six that she thought was far too 
many, she would take the bottle. 

I had figured on that, naturally, so I had 
others cached away. It wasn’t always easy to 
get them. Even in those days 25 pills cost $1.25, 
and I was living on the Army allotment. 

Nevertheless I always managed to have an 
extra bottle or a few extra pills around some 
place—in one of my shoes, inside the pillow case, 
behind one of the pictures on the wall, in a can of 
tooth powder, on-top of the door frame, every- 
where. I remember. how pleased T was when I dis 
covered that the mirror in one of my compacts 
could be removed, disclosing a beautiful little com- 
partment which would hold at least & dozen. 


WAS feeling as lackadaisical as usual when I 


7 HERE were a lot of things I was able to blame 

for having reached that stage of sleeping pill 
addiction, but in the five days that elapsed after 
I was discharged from Bellevue Hospital for the 
second and, please God, the last time, I came to 
realize that I probably would have arrived at that 
phase anyhow. 

I know far too many people who have started 
to take one sleeping pill two or three nights a 
week and.have gradually found themselves taking 
up to a dozen every night and during the day. 
There are a few strong-willed ones, who can stick 
to a doctor’s orders, but there are many weak ones, 
like me, who slid into addiction without realizing 
it, and, after a certain point, without caring. 

My husband went overseas in March, 1943, 
about nine months after we were married. Two 
months later my father died. Grief for one and 
worry for the other kept me awake at night. I 
phoned my doctor and his nurse phoned a pre- 
scription to the drugstore. I didn’t know it then, 
of course, but I was on the way. 

I discovered that two each night did me no 
good, so I began taking three. Naturally I felt 
listless during the day, but I didn’t blame the 
pills. I blamed my health. : 

I went to another doctor. He let me continue 
the barbiturates at night but gave me a drug 
during the day to make me more alert. The com- 
bination of a sedative and a stimulant just made 
matters worse, and I tried another doctor. 

He wanted to take me off barbiturates, but I 
wouldn't let him. By that time I was taking 
four or five every night and I couldn’t sleep 
without them. I thought I couldn’t anyhow, until 
I met Nell. 

Nell was one of the strong ones. She-had had 
a nervous breakdown and thought she could pull 
herself out of it with barbiturates, but she saw 
what they were doing to her before it was too late. 
She cut herself off—bang! just like that-——and 
found another way to put herself to sleep. 

Every day she would learn a poem, preferably 
one with a spiritual uplift. That night, when she 
went to bed, she would repeat the one. she’d 
learned during the day and then the previous day’s 
poem and so on until she dropped off to sleep. 

She assured me it would work in my case 
and sure enough, it did. For four months I went 
without a single pill. Four months is 120 days. 
Maybe I didn’t learn that many poems, but I 
must have memorized at least a hundred. 

One night when it was particularly hot and 
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sticky, I went through the whole list, from “In- 
victus” down to a little gem by Ogden Nash. 
I topped it off with the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address, and I 
was still just as wide awake as ever. 

“Nuts to you, Calliope,” I said, thumbing my 
nose at the poetic Muse. I climbed out of bed, 
dressed, went down to the drugstore and came 
back with a bottle of pills. 

During 1944 and the early part of 1945, I prac- 
tically lived in movie theatres. Mother and I had 
a small apartment and she did the little house- 
work there was to do. 

I walked the dog, read murder mysteries and 
haunted the neighborhood theatres. Occasionally 
I would work up enough ambition to go downtown 
to see a show, but not very often. 

Then I came across an ad in a newspaper for a 
book telling you how to control your nerves 
and overcome fear and fatigue. I bought it, and 
when I had finished reading it, I told Mother: 

“T’ve got to talk to the man who wrote this. 
It seemed as though he was talking directly to 
me. I know he can help me.” 


E WAS a Park Avenue doctor and psychiatrist. 

When I went to see him he gave me more con- 
fidence than I ever had before. He still does. 
I know he'll see me through the transition period 
I’m now in. 

“You can stop,” he said, with a look that bored 
right through me. “I’m going to give you 14 
pills with just a trace of phenobarbital in each. 
They must last you a week.-two a night. After 
that you won't need anything.” 

I believed him and it worked out just as he had 
said. I stopped the pills and slept like a top. I 
had never felt better in my life. 

Then, in two months, my husband stopped 
writing. I didn’t know what had happened, I 
thought he had gone to the front Ll would tlie 
awake, thinking of a German bayonet plunging 
through his chest. I could feel it go through me, 
and it seemed to pierce my heart. 

So, I went back to five sleeping pills a day.

doctors, but beware of unscrupulous, 
bootlegging druggists who sold whiskey 
during prohibition and don’t care who they 
kill for a few dollars with pills now. ‘The 
American Weekly has bought sleeping 
pills in some of the principal cities in 
America.

There was no word from him until October 1. 
Then he wrote my mother that he was in love 
with a Freneh girl and wanted a divorce. My 
mother phoned my doctor. He said to bring me 
to his office the next day and he would’ break the 
news. If I went into hysterics, he would be able 
to handle me. 

Mother put the letter in a desk drawer. ‘That 
night, while she was out and I was rummaging 
for some paper on which to write my husband, 
I found it. 

I went methodically through my room, looking 
in every hiding place where I had ever stashed a 
pill. I swallowed them as fast as I could find 
them. I pried open the locked medicine cabinet 
and emptied the bottle I found there. I don't 
know how many I took altogether but it wasn’t 
enough. I was still alive. I went to the kitchen, 
closed the door, opened the oven and turned on 
the gas. 

The neighbors smelled the gas and broke down 
the door. They called the police and I was packed 
off to Bellevue. 

When I had been revived, the doctors asked me 
what had happened. I told them. ‘They could un- 
derstand my surviving the gas, but not that 
quantity of pills. I didn’t mention the number I 
took every night. 

It was a short stay at Bellevue and didn’t 
make much of an impression on me. I felt that I 
was stillin a sort of a daze when | was discharged. 
I went at once to my beloved doctor and gave him 
the whole story. I told him I was so shaky that 
I had to have some pills. 

“T may not even touch them,” I said, and at 
that moment I really meant it. “As long as I

know they're in my pocketbook, I'll be all right.” 
lie gave me a dozen, 

“Promise me,” he said, “that you won’t take 
more than two this evening, no matter how badly 
you think you need them.” 

I gave him my word of honor: And I broke it. 
I felt worse about that than anything I ever did. 
[If he reads this, and I hope he does, I want him 
to know that the confessions I am making here 
ire, in large part, an act of contrition for my 
laithlessness 

I know that he, perhaps as much as anyone in 
the world, understands the need for some nation- 
wide control of barbiturates. 

If anything I write here keeps just one poor 
misguided soul from the grip of sleeping pills, I 
know he will feel repaid for everything he has 
done for me—all those things that I seemed to 
appreciate so little. 

I took 10 pills that night. I took 10 the next 
night and a dozen the night after that. Ten or 12 
became my regular quota when I could get them. 

I was through thinking. I was through doing 
anything except eating and sleeping, and half the 
time, I wasn’t quite sure which I was doing at any 
riven moment, 


O, THERE was one other thing I was interested 

in, the problem on which I concentrated during 
all my lucid moments. How to get enough pills. 

I was afraid to go back to my own doctor, 
afraid to tell him the truth, but I went to plenty 
of others. I collected a prescription from each 
one, and filed each prescription with a different 
druggist. 

Then I could go the rounds, this drugstore one 
night, another two nights later, still another two 
nights after that. I got 25 pills at a time, and no 
one realized how many I was taking. 

The drain on my meagre finances was con- 
siderable, not only for the barbiturates themselves 
but for doctors. My savings went first, and then 
my four-carat diamond ring and then the family 
silver. It didn’t matter. Nothing mattered except 
pills and more pills. 

In those days—-before New York City adopted 
its new barbiturate control ordinance—a prescrip- 
tion lasted until the druggist decided it had run 
out. When that happened, I usually had another 
one in reserve to take its place. 

There was one terrible night, however, when 
everything seemed to happen at once. I went to 
one drugstore and was told that my prescription 
had expired. 

\I hurried on to the next druggist, but his pre-: 
scription had expired, too. That left only the store 
which had sold me 25 pills two nights before. 

I told the druggist there that I had lost the 
bottle out of my purse, but he knew I was lying. 

te wouldn't sell me any. 

I rushed home, hoping against hope that I 
had another prescription saved up. I virtually 
tore the place apart, but I couldn’t find one. I

looked everywhere for pills, but I could locate 
only two. They were like two drops of water on 
the tongue of a man dying of thirst. They merely 
whetted my craving. 

| called all the doctors I knew, Not one was In, 

Cold perspiration came out on my forehead. 
I began to tremble and shake. My stomach ached. 
So did my whole body. I discovered nerves that 
I never knew existed. Every one of them begged, 
pleaded, screamed for relief. 

When I was a young girl, and the drive against 
narcotics was getting the publicity that a cam- 
paign against barbiturates ought to be getting 
now, I remembered reading that a dope addict— 
dope “fiend” was the word then, I believe would 
go to any length to get the stuff if his supply 
were cut off. I thought then it was an exaggera- 
tion. I don’t now. I hesitate to think what I 
might have been capable of if my torture had 
lasted many more hours. 

I got through that night somehow. Everv 
once in a while I would think of the doctor who 
introduced me to sleeping pills and assured me 
they would never be habit-forming and I would 
become convulsed with rage as well as pain. 
I knew it was the worst night I had ever spent 
and I hoped fervently that I would never have to 
endure another like it. 

If I had only known....

HE time is a day in April, 1957. The place is 
T Griffith Park in Washington, D. C. The oc- 
casion (if it comes off as anticipated) is one 
of the memorable events in modern sports history. 
Another baseball season is about to open. The 
lead-off man digs his spikes into the dirt at home 
plate, squares his shoulders and lifts his bat. On 
the pitcher’s mound, 18-year-old Tony Baker, the 
most publicized rookie sensation of the decade, 
hitches up his pants and fires the first strike. 
Thirty-five thousand (maybe more) gum- 
chewing fans, on hand to watch the Washington 
Senators launch another pennant drive, stomp 
their feet and bellow applause. 

As the first pitch cuts across home plate, 
Tony’s father, Caldwell Baker, leans back in his 
box seat and grins at his wife, Grace. But proud 
as he is, his attention does not long remain focused 
on the pitcher’s mound. 

His mind flashes back to another memorable 
occasion—a day in 1939. In a hospital room, he 
had just been introduced to his son, the future 
child prodigy of baseball, then not yet an hour old. 

“I’m going to make a big league pitcher out of 
him,” the father said. 

Grace smiled at him from her bed and nodded. 

She wanted their son to be a doctor, but didn’t 
have the heart to oppose him. 

Tony’s training began when he was three 
months old. 

In their home in Greenbelt, Md., Baker propped

the baby up against a pile of pillows and rolled 
baseballs to him across the living room floor. 
Pretty soon Tony learned to stop the rolling balls 
by catching hold of them. 

When Tony became six months old, his father 
announced that the boy would be a southpaw. 
Five months later, the youngster was abie to 
catch the ball and throw it on the floor. At 15 
months, he was throwing overhand to his father. 

As his strength increased, he was able to knock 
out windows, break lamps and upset various other 
living room articles. 

By that time, his mother had become a base- 
ball fan herself and given up all hope that Tony 
would be a doctor. 

When Tony was three, his father started teach- 
ing him how to handle a bat. His prowess at the 
plate, it was decided, must be equal to his ef- 
ficiency on the mound. The results turned out to 
be highly gratifying. While pitching a six inning 
shutout a few years later, he took time out to hit 
two home runs, two triples, a pair of doubles and 
a single. 

At the age of four, Tony began to do some 
hurling for local junior teams. By the time he 
was seven, he was a bona-fide pitcher, playing with 
youngsters five to ten years older than himself. 

In his first official start, a six inning chore, 
he struck out 17, and allowed but a single hit. 

In 1947, Tony was “discovered” by Roger Treat, 
then sports editor of a Washington newspaper and 
now columnist for the Chicago Herald-American. 
Treat and his newspaper were sponsoring a base-

ball “college” at Griffith Stadium for boys between 
the ages of 8 and A8. 

Although Tony wasn’t then 8, his father per- 
suaded Treat to let him attend. 

As soon as Treat saw the boy in action he 
called for Clark Griffith, owner of the Senators; 
to come and watch him at close range. 

With Griffith looking on, Tony wound up and 
pitched five bull’seyes out of six chances at a 
fixed target the center of which was the exact 
size of a baseball. That done, he gave youngsters 
twice his age a lesson in pitching curves. 

Griffith was jubilant. 

“I’ve. been in the business a long time,” he ex- 
claimed, “but I've never in my life seen anything 
like this. That’s my boy.” 

He promptly had a miniature uniform made 
for Tony, bestowed on him the title of “Assistant 
Mascot” and nicknamed him “The Little Train,” 
after the immortal Walter Johnsen, “The Big 
Train” of baseball. 

Griffith then conceived the idea of having Tony 
pitch exhibitions at major league games. The Little 
Train’s first appearance took place in the summer 
of 1947 before a crowd of 32,000 during the inter- 
mission of a Yankee-Senator double header. 

First to face him was Yankee Johnny Lindell. 
Solemn and straight-faced, Johnny took a called 
strike, then bounced one to Tony who calmly 
threw him out. Bingo Binks and Gili Coan, then 
with the Senators, were disposed of with equal 
facility. Next came Senator coach, Nick Altrock. 
He went down by the strike-out route. 

Altogether, the 82 pound, 54-inch prodigy has 
pitched more than a dozen such exhibitions in 
Baltimore, Washington and Philadelphia. Several 
more are planned in other cities this summer. 

As hurler for the “Greenbelt Midgets,” the 
mighty nine-year-old mite played 60 games with- 
out losing one. Pitching against boys years older 
than himself, he allowed no more than five hits 
in any one game and piled up eight no-hitters. 

The Detroit Tigers and the St. Louis Cardinals 
have told him they are willing to commit him to 
a contract assuring his future. But Tony made 
it clear that his heart belonged to Clark Griffith 
and the Washington Senators. Griffith, for his 
part, said he would probably outbid everyone else 
when the time comes for Tony formally to sign 
a contract. 

“Tony is all they say he is,” Criffith told The 
American Weekly. “He has form like a big 
leaguer and can already throw a good curve. He’s 
the only boy his age I ever saw who could do that.”

“We do not want you to 
amass a conglomerate of 
facts, but we hope that you 
will understand man’s evo- 
lution from the Neanderthal 
brute to the complex human 
being whose dreams, fears, 
hates and loves you hope 
to recreate. 

“Certainly we would not 
minimize the need for ade- 
quate groundwork in writ- 
ing techniques; but a story 
is only as vital and sensi- 
tive as the mind and heart 
of its author. And so we 
would develop all the intel- 
lectual and emotional capac- 
ities of our students—espe- 
cially the writers, whom 
Shelley called ‘potential 
legislators of the world’ 
by introducing them to the 
complete range of man’s ex- 
perience and achievement.”

Found It Quite a Novelty to Wine and 

Dine His Friends in a Chicago Cell While 
a Guard Stood By in Unconcern. 
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By William Engle 


4] F the tip is good,” said the editor, “we will 
rip open the Cook County Jail like an 
egg crate.” 

William <A. Curley, chief of The Chicago 
American fixed his hard blue eyes on the business 
acquaintance who sat across from him at a 
luncheon table in the Midway Club, at the top 
of Chicago’s First National Bank Building. ‘The 
businessman, lowering his voice, said he couldn’t 
vouch for the information. He was merely pass- 
ing along what he’d heard—-that some of the jail 
doors were swinging as if they’d never had a lock. 

Two of Chicago’s most powerful, beer-rich 
hoodlums, Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake, in- 
stead of serving time, he said, were slipping out 
of the old, graystone building at will, motoring 
away with a uniformed chauffeur and returning 
as they liked. 

“We'll see about that,” said Curley, and a little 
later two reporters, under the direction of Edward 
Mahoney, the city editor, were off on an assign- 
ment that was to keep them haggard and jumpy 
for weeks. But the result was worth the try. 
The result was a series of front page stories that 
exposed official corruption as bold and venal 
as any that ever degraded a pack of weaklings 
in Chicago public office. 

Stocky, worldly-wise Ted Todd, the American’s 
ace investigator, and athletic young Willis 
O’Rourke, were the reporters. Their first task 
was to detect the beer barons actually breaking 
jail. Finding out how, and why, would come later. 


7 HEY went to work with gusto, and day by day 

and night by night the gusto faded. Each 
evening for more than a week, O’Rourke stretched 
prone on the flat roof of a one-story blacksmith 
shop on the east side of North Dearborn Street, 
across from the main entrance of the jail. Each 
evening Todd crouched atop a two-story building 
commanding a view of the brick-enclosed jail- 
yard and the rear gate. They didn’t catch a 
‘glimpse of anything amiss until one night 
O’Rourke saw a sleek sedan purr up to the main 
entrance, halt a moment, and then wheel around 
toward the rear. 

At the rear, it was out of O’Rourke’s sight, 
but Todd spotted it. He saw the jail gates draw 
back and the car enter the yard. He saw the 
racketeers, Druggan and Lake, step briskly from 
the jail building and enter the sedan. As it rolled 
away, the jail gates discreetly closed behind it. 

That was what Todd and O’Rourke had been 
waiting for. They had first-hand knowledge that 
dapper Terry Druggan, the master mind of the 
beer racket back in 1925, and tough Frankie Lake, 
his lieutenant, were up to an old game even 
though under prison sentence. The old game was 
the bribery of officials. 

They'd played that game so hard, before they’d 
finally been sentenced to a year for contempt of 
court, that it had been said they bought some 
public men like cattle. 

Through most of August, 1925, the reporters and 
others assigned to work with them gave their time 
to the mystery of the jail’s swinging cell doors. 
They ferreted out evidence to show that the racke- 
teers were paying thousands of dollars in bribes; 


that jail officials sold their honor as they would. 


a pack of cigarets; that Terry Druggan not only 
motored outside to hit the hot spots but con- 
ducted his business in a cell. 

When he really wanted privacy, he took his 
business callers into an especially chosen spot. 
It was @ death cell. 

Easy-going, blundering Sheriff Peter M. Hoff- 
man, later made memorable as the sheriff in ‘The 
Front Page,” didn’t know what to make of him. 

“Take this mop and go to work,” he told 
Druggan at the start. 


RUGGAN looked him in the eye and made his 

position clear then, and for good, 

“Go to hell,” he said. 

Instead of mopping floors, he received callers 
by the score, so many, in’ fact, that even the 
higher and higher bribes he dispensed failed to 
pay for all he wanted to see. Calling in a political 
boss, he complained: 

“I’ve got to keep running my $2,000,000 busi- 
ness. Get tough with me and I’ll move your house 
across the street.” 

In hoodlum lingo, then, moving a house often 
meant bombing it, so, after that, Druggan had 
33 callers one day; 25 the next. 

It began to look as if he were running the jail, 
although it wasn’t ever said that Sheriff Hoffman 
was accepting the bribes. It was to be found that 
the pay-off went, in bulk, higher up. Meanwhile, 
there were plots inside the jail walls, and counter. 
plots, and American reporters hounded down tales 
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of them, one after another. 
Once one of them got permission to 
visit Druggan in his cell. On the way, 


he met a familiar figure strolling down a, 0 
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a corridor. It was Frankie Lake uncon: 
cernedly taking a constitutional with his 
cellmate. A guard sheepishly shooed 
the convicts back behind bars, and turned 
the lock. 

At Druggan’s cell, the door stood 
open. Druggan sat on his bunk smiling 
mockingly. The guard locked his door,

Druggan wining and dining friends in 
his cell; Druggan in one of his death 
cell business conferences; Druggan in 
plus-fours. and garish scarf returning 
from the golf links. 

Spotting the glistening sedan one 
night, ‘Todd and O’Rourke, in O’Rourke’s 
car, followed to the grilled doors of -.a 
fashionable apartment building at 999 
Lake Shore Drive, where Druggan 
alighted. He stayed inside until mid- 
night. Then the sedan returned, he came 
out and joined two other men in it. 

The reporters didn’t know the liv- 
eried chauffeur, but they recognized the 
other occupants. One was Frankie Lake. 
The other was Otto Miller, a jail guard 
—who with a dozen others, when the 
time of exposure came, was discharged. 

Lake had business of his own this night, and 
the sedan took him on it to another exclusive 
apartment house in North State Street. As Todd 
found out later, he called there at the swank 
apartment of a vivacious, olive-skinned young 
woman known as Carrie. Todd learned, alsq, that 
Lake knew her well; he’d bought her $100,000 
worth of jewels, furs and gown, and a car. 

From Eddie, a bellboy, Todd learned more. 
Druggan often accompanied Lake to the apart- 
ment, Eddie said, and parties, with gaiety and 
liquor, kept’ going until on toward dawn. Other 
guests included the boss of a large cafe, a few 
society names and some politicians.

dropped into the seven-room, three-bath, $400-a- 
month (in 1925) apartment of a Mrs. Edward 
Mulvihill. He was surprised when a small, low- 
spoken woman invited him to sit down, and more 
surprised by what she said. 

“I’m sick of subterfuge. I’m Mrs. Terry Drug- 
_— We were married four years ago and for 
our years I’ve been trying to avoid this. Not 
that l'm ashamed to be Mrs. Druggan. I'd be 
proud to shout that fact from the housetops. 
Terry is a model husband. He never even looks 
at another woman.” 


ODD took her word; he’d only wanted to find 
out why Druggan made so many visits to the 
Lake Shore Drive apartment. 


All this was dynamite for the reporters 


Then when they were almost ready to smash 


the story, it took a new turn. Frankie Lake didn’t 
seem to be going out ary more. He didn't seem 
to be anywhere around the jail where his term 
still had weeks to run. That was an enigma 
which the American decided to let officials try 
to explain after they were hit by the first expose. 

On August 25, 1925, the blast was set off. 
Eight-column headlines thundered the facts. 
Druggan for months, the story said, had been 
having “jail vacation.” Lake for’22 days had been 
absent from the jail. Even as the American hit 
the streets. Druggan wasn’t in his cell; officials 
were obliged to admit he’d gone to see his dentist. 

This was only the beginning. Day after day, 
under front page headlines, the exposure of the 
degradation of jail officials and the arrogance 
of the racketeers continued, and all that the of- 
ficials appeared able to do was try to put the 
blame on one another. Those who had been deep- 
est. in the shoddy scheme turned the yellowest. 

Bumbling Sheriff Hoffman, whining, went to 
the American editor’s office. ‘Mr. Curley, honest, 
I wasn’t in on it,” he said. 

Warden Wesley Westbrook went to Curley, 
too. “I didn’t take a cent,” he said. 

But by that time, supported by American re- 
porters’ evidence, prosecuting authorities were 
ready to open fire. Charge followed charge; the 
small fry among the jailmen were ousted; the 
higher-ups were taken to court, and on Septem- 
ber 28, the American broke the news of the vital 
part of the plot-—-the payoff. 

“Henry Foerst, confidential secretary to War- 
den Wesley Westbrook, today confessed before 
Judge James H. Wilkerson in United States Dis- 
trict Court that he received $7,500 in bribe money

from Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake, kept 
$3,500 for himself and gave $4,000 to the warden.” 

On the secretary’s own word, he and his su- 
perior had taken what the racketers were pres- 
ently to say was “blood money”; they’d been what 
the racketeers were to call the “chief blood- 
suckers.” From them, the evil of bribery had 
spread like a miasma down the dank corridors 
of the ancient prison. 

Frankie Lake, penitent, “willing to tell all” 
now that the game was up, clinched the evidence 
when he took the stand. He and Druggan had 
been obliged to pay not only for remarkable free- 
dom, but for the slightest favors while in jail, 
and they’d had to talk not with $20 bills or $50 
bills, he said, but with “C’s.” 

Once, after having paid $500 to be allowed to 
ride to a funeral, he said, he returned to jail 
with Foerst, and a deal was struck by which he 
and Druggan were to pay $2,500 a month for 
the privilege of being transferred as orderlies to 
the jail hospital. 

The racketeers paid and paid. It was in their 
code. Frankie Lake took that as a matter of 
course. Yet the jailmen weren’t satisfied. Lake 
said Westbrook kept hounding them so persis- 
tently that finally he went to the warden for a 
showdown. 


| BE testimony tells it: 
q. State the conversation. 

A. Westbrook told me he weighed a little over 
200. I told him I didn’t care if he weighed 400. 
If he didn’t let me alone I would go around him 
like a cooper would go around a barrel. I Says, 
“You took my money and done everything to me. 
You are having your assistants push me around.” 
He says, “Now, now, you are a little excited.” 

@. Did you have any conversation with West- 
brook about the payment of money? 

A. Did I? I had a riot with him. 

After that they got along better—-and Druggan, 
said Lake, kept on paying Westbrook, the first 
and 16th of each month. 

As for the forays out into Chicago night life, 
Lake calmly said: 

“When these little trips would come up, Your 
Honor, we had to p-y what they called a little 
bonus. It was $500 or $1,000 extra. I never could 
understand that.’ 

The tip which Curley had got in a casual talk 
at the Midway Club held good to the end; so good 
that the jail was opened wide, swept clean. 

Westbrook served 60 days in Sycamore Jail 
as a }’ederal prisoner, then disappeared from pub- 
lic life. He was a ruined official and a ruined 
man; he never got over it; his health failed, and 
he died on the West Coast. 

Thompson took 60 days in jail also, and van- 
ished from sight. Sheriff Hoffman, despite his 
denials of any complicity and despite the pressure 
brought to bear on his side, for he had pewerfu! 
political alliances, went to jail for a month. Then 
he, too, was through; with the Druggan-Lake 
episode, his career ended. 

Druggan and Lake served their terms in stride, 
and went on to worse. They did still longer terms 
in Federal prison, and they saw their bootleg 
fortunes dwindle to nothing. 

Today, Druggan, once so glib and dapper, is 
a gaunt invalid, broke, on a farm. Lake, a humped 
shadow of the bulldozer that he was, is’ gingerly 
trying something new—legitimate business, dull 
and small-time—-in Detroit. 

All of them, the greedy jailmen and the rash 
racket kings, have come upon a barren time, the 
drab aftermath of evil.

AST week’s column de- 

scribed the use of the 
hammer, nail set (or metal 
punch), and screwdriver. 
This week’s article adds 
the saw, pliers, hand drill, 
plane, wood chisel and 
measuring aids. 


The Saw 


SAW must he ‘good 

steel or it will not stay 
sharp long, and you will 
spend more money for 
sharpening than the orig- 
imal cost of the saw. 

The cross cut saw is ‘used 
for cutting ‘wood across the 
grain.“The rip saw has teeth 
set especially for cutting 
wood with the grain. A key- 
hole saw, which has a nar- 
row biade, is handy for 


small work, for cutting 
notches, and for going 
around corners. 

Mark the line to be cut 
and start by drawing the 
saw back a few times un- 
til there is a small! notch 
in the wood. Guide the saw 
with your left thumb. Then 
start sawing back and forth 
with long, even strokes, cut- 
ting along the outside of 
the line. 

When you have almost 
finished sawing through a 
board, support the waste 
side so that the wood will 
not splinter underneath. 


Hand Drill 


HAND drill is used 

with bits of various sizes 
to drill holes in metal or 
wood. Make a small hole 
in the wood first with a 
nail, then insert the bit and 
turn the handle of the drill 
until the bit comes through 
on the other side. Remove 
drill and, if possible, insert 
it from the other side of

the wood to finish the job 
so that the wood does not 
split. 

Pliers 


T IS a good idea to have 

at least two kinds of 
pliers. One of them should 
have a slip joint, making it 
readily adjustable to differ- 
ent sizes, and the other 
should be a sturdy wire 
cutter. This type is very 
useful for pulling out nails 
because of the amount of 
leverage it provides. 

Plane 


SMALL block plane, 

which can be used with 

one han¢, is adequate for 
small household jobs. 

Hold the wood you are 

planing firmly, preferably 


in a vise, and plane with 
the grain using smooth, 
even strokes. 


Weod Chisels 


OOD chisels come in a 

number of different 
widths. For kitchen car- 
pentry, select a chisel @hme- 
inch wide or smaller. 

Use your chisel for mak- 
ing grooves, rounding off 
corners, and for cutting in- 
sets so that hinges can be 
fitted in flush with the 
wood. 


For Measuring 
vas) 


URCHASE a metal 72 

inch extension ruler and 
combination square. Use 
the square to test right 
angles of a board or joint, 
and to draw straight lines 
perpendicular to board edge. 

A glass level and a plumb 
glass’ are fitted into the 
handle of the square. The 
first will tell you if a shelf 
is level; the second indi- 
cates if the side of a cab- 
inet is perpendicular.
